SHIPS FOR NAVY 


WASHINGTON, (l?)—Germany has 
launched a naval building program 
under the pending naval expansion bill, 
navy department confidential reports 
disclosed today. 

The reports said Germany is build- 
ing or preparing to build more war- 
ships than would be constructed by the 
United States under the administra- 
tion expansion program.

District Reorganization 


WASHINGTON, (l’ — The Supreme 
court today upheld constitutionality of 
the new municipal bankruptcy law, 
passed by congress after the court by 
3 to 4 decision invalidated the origin- 
al bankruptcy act in 1936. 

The court ruled that the substitute 
measure adequately meets the objec- 
tions voiced by the court in invalida- 
tion of the original act. 


It held the differences are sufficient 


;to bring the substitute measure with- 


in constitutional limitations. 
The decision was announced as the 


}court’s conclusion in the joint appeal 


of the federal government and the 
Lindsay-Strathmore irrigation district 
of Tulare County, California, from a 
decision by judge Leon R. Yankwich of 
of the southern California federal 
district court holding the substitute 
measure invalid. 

On the basis of that decision, Yank- 
wich dismissed the district’s petition 
for permission to file with the court, 
in reorganization proceedings in com- 
pliance with the act, a proposed plan 
of composition. 

The Federal government was brought 
into the case in compliance with the 
1937 act calling for intervention by the 
government in all litigation in which 
constitutionality of a federal statute 


has been drawn in question. Certain | 


creditors of the irrigation district have 


challenged the validity of the substi- | 


tute bankruptcy law. 

Yankwich based his decision on the 
grounds that the substitute act was 
indistinguishable from the invalidated 
measure, and that the high court's 1936 
decision therefore was controlling.

WASHINGTON, (UP) — President 
Roosevelt today asked congress to en- 
act promptly a “short and _ simple 
statute” to subject all governmental 
salaries and all future governmental 
bond issues to income taxation. 

The President’s recommendation was 
one of a series in his recovery drive. 

Mr. Roosevelt advised congress that 
he believed the recent trend of su- 
preme court decisions indicated tax 
exemption of government securities and 
‘salaries—both federal and state—could 
be ended by statute and without con- 
stitutional amendment. 

The statute proposed by Mr. Roose- 
velt would enable the federal govern- 
ment to tax income derived from fed- 
eral, state and municipal bonds and of- 
fices; reciprocally, the states would be 
authorized to tax income from federal 
bonds and offices as well as their own.

i ferred grazing under this year’s Range 


Conservation Program are now being 


‘established for individual ranches in 


El Dorado County, it was announced

Under the deferred grazing practice, 


‘livestock is kept off range land for cer- 
‘tain periods during the growing sea- 


son so that native grass can re-seed 
and thus improve the range. Only 
range land which is used during the 
normal grazing periods is eligible to 
participate. 

Prior approvai of the county com- 
mittee must be obtained by any ranch- 
er who plans to carry on deferred graz- 
ing under this year’s range program, 
said Mr. Volz. 

Deferred grazing is one of the most 
important features of the 1938 range 
program. Stockmen who defer graz- 
ing on 25 per cent of their range land 
may receive a conservation payment 
for this practice up to 60 per cent of 
their regular building 
lowance. To be eligible for a deferred 
grazing payment, cooperating stockmen 
must comply with such conditions or 
specifications as be required by 
a proportion of

FARM WAGES IN STATE. 
HIGHEST PAID IN 
NATION 


SAN FRANCISCO—Farm wage rates 
throughout the United States have in- 
creased despite a sharp reduction in 
farm income, and California farmers 
continue to pay their workers more 
than is paid for similar employment in 
any part of the nation. 

This report is made by Associated 
Farmers of California, Inc., quoting 
figures issued under date of April 15 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The government in its of- 
ficial bulletin says: “On April 1 farm 
wages averaged about 2% per cent 
higher than a year ago, while prices 
received for farm products averaged 
about 25 per cent lower, Reports from 
farmers also indicate a larger number 
of men seeking employment.” 

- As to the average farm wage for a 
‘farm worker, without board, the Agri- 
cultural Department quotes farmers as 
paying $2.95 per day. The average for 
the nation is $1.63 per day. California’s 
two most competitive states in the pro- 
duction of crops are Texas and Flor- 
ida and in those states the govern- 
ment bulletin snows that Texas farm- 
‘ers are paying their workers an av- 


erage of $1.35 per day and Florida 


.farmers are paying $1.25 per day.”

15,000 EMPLOYERS ARE 
NEGLECTING RETURNS 
ON JOB INSURANCE 


SACRAMENTO, (lP)—Approximately 
15,000 California employers who hire 
from four to seven persons inclusive 
are neglecting to cover their employees 
with unemployment insurance. 

This announcement was made today 
by Samuel Leask, Jr. Santa Cruz, 
member of the Unemployment Reserves 
Commission who represents smal] in- 
_ dustry. 

' “While employers generally are meet- 

ing requirements of the Unemployment 
Reserves Act that they register with 
Unemployment Reserves Commission,” 
Leask said, “there still remains a great 
amount of misunderstanding on the 
part of the smaller employer as to his 
obligations under the act.” 

“The 1937 legislature adopted 
amendments which required that all 
persons hiring four to seven employees 
inclusive during the year 1937 pay con- 
tributions in 1938. 

“At midnight, April 30, contributions 
for the first quarter of 1938 will be de- 
linquent. After that time interest 
charges at the rate of one per cent per 
month will begin on these delinquent 
contributions. Eventually the employ- 
‘er who hired four or more persons in 


1937 must pay both his contribution, his | 


employes’ contribution and the inter- 
est charges.” 

Officials of the department pointed 
out that it makes no difference how 


many persons an employer hires at the 


present time providing the employer 
hired four or more employes for twen- 


ty days, each day being in a separate 


calendar week, in 1937.
